ico concrete actions that evidently 
constitute aggressions or rejections to

Acknowleding “without euphemisms” 
the controversies with the United States, 
Calles said that these reached “the

“Whereas, certain processes often | 
accompany the charging of contingent | 
fees, particularly in tort cases, tend to 
commercialize the profession, to foster 
baseless claims and false testimony, to 
congest the calendars of the court, 
and, at times, even to antagonize la‘-- 
yers to clients. 

“Now, therefore be it resolved, that 
this association is of the opinion that 
the time has come to reconsider the 
basis for the existing law upon the subse 
ject, and that an effort should be made 
to eliminate the abuses by statutes or 
court rules looking to the filing of con- 
tingent agreements in certain cases as 
public documents and to their sum- 
mary review by a court upon applica- 
tion of the client.” 

The resolution asked that the com- 
mittee on commercial ethics be re- 
quested to review the present canon on 
contingent fees “in the light of the 
abuses referred to.’’ The executive com- 
mittee is expected to report on the 
resolution tomorrow.

Exceptions were made for po- 
lice, fire department and hospital mo- 
tor vehicles and “harmonious exhaust 
horns.”.

Among those who delivered ad- 
dresses was Prof. E. M. East, of Harvard Uni- 
versity. Prof, East is extrefhely pessimistic 
over the outlook.

people. In one century population has in-

and at the current rate of increase he esti- 
mates that 5,000,000,000 will be reached in 
about 100 years.

RURAL SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 


Ever since fy17 rural communities all 
sections of the country have had difficulty in 
finding teachers for their schools. The entry 


in 


of the United States into the war took the 
young ‘men who were in training for the 
pedagogic profession, and then the young 


women students of the normal schools were 
in demand to take the places of the men who 
went forward. 

There has been widespread complaint of the 
dearth of trained teachers. For the first time 
in a decade, however, the Bureau of Education 
is able to report that the supply of teachers 
meets the demand in all but a few States. This 
has been brought about by the offering of bet- 
ter pay in most instances, but perhaps more 
through the higher standard of the require- 
ments requisite to the granting of certificates. 
This higher standard has in turn brought 
higher pay and in consequence more students 
are entering the profession of teaching. 

In the days of the ‘‘Hoosier Schoolmaster,’ 
Edward Eggleston’s graphic description of the 
life of a country pedagogue, the pay of the 
teacher of the country school was less than 
the compensation of the ‘‘hired man.’ Many 
teachers received as little as $2 for a week’s 
service, and “‘boarding around” was well-nigh 
universal. The teacher who received as much 
as $50 a month was regarded by his fellows 
as among the aristocrats, and such enormous 


salaries were few and widely separated. 


On the other hand the requirements for ob- 
taining a ‘“‘certificate’’ from the county super- 
intehdent were as meager as the pay. Almost 
any one who could work the “rule of three’ 
and spell words of.three syllables might be 
certified as a qualified teacher, providing her 
knowledge of geography was sufficient to dem- 
onstrate that she was aware of the fact that

Now a teacher in most of the States must 
not only ‘‘know her onions,”’ in the language 
of the day, but must be able to instill that 
knowledge into the mind of the scholar. And 
instead of being compelled to board and clothe 
herself on a wage of $1 a day she can often 
command $25 a week.
